S.B. Election Petition No.11/2009: 

1. The petitioner calls into question the election of respondent No.3 from the Tonk-Sawai Madhopur Parliamentary 
Constituency held in May, 2009. The petition has become infructuous for the reason further elections were held 
after five years and the term of respondent No.3 to represent the Parliamentary Constituency came to an end in the 
year 2014. 

2. This appears to be the reason why the petition is not being actively prosecuted. Regretfully even pleadings have 
not been completed. 

3. Since none appears for the petitioner at the hearing today, the petition is dismissed. 

S.B. Civil Misc. Application No. 19575/2017: 

1. Since the election petition has been dismissed as infructuous, the electronic voting machines which have been kept 
in the custody of the District Election Officer need not be preserved. 

2. The application is disposed of.
